Dezwirek stated that relations 
did exist, but on a purely vo- 
luntary, unofficial basis, and sug- 
ge.ited the setting-up of a tuto- 
rial system, in which about 6 stu- 
dents would be required to meet 
a definite number of times per 
year with a specific professor. 
In this way, he stated, each stud- 
ent would have close relàtions 
with at least one professor. 

GROUPS

have common interests, he said 
and the group - will be .small 
enough for them to get to' know 
each other.

various faculties.. Medicine, Law, 
Divinity, Nursing and the School 
of Graduate Studies have no 

serious problems, their repres- 
entatives claimed, although Oded 
Frenkel. of the School of Gra- 
duate Studies slated emphatical- 
ly that there is a social. and intel- 
lectual barrier between students 
and staff that can never be bro- 
ken down, except perhaps 
through sports. . 

PHYSIO : 

First year students in Physio- 
therapy need greater contact with 
their staff, claimed their repre- 
sentative. 

The Education representative 
stated that third year education 
students, who have taken their 
first and second- years at Mac- 
Donald, have as little relation- 
ship with their staff as fresh- 
men in other faculties. 

Engineers have some inter-ac- 
tion with their staff, but more is 
needed, stated the engineering 
rep. Arts -and. Science students 
have no relations at all with their 
professors; this is caused by the 
size of the student body and the 
diversity of their interests. -' 

PLANS •. 

Several plans, such as staff- 
stuaent informal get-togethcrs, 
tutorial groujis, competition on 
the playing field, meetings bet- 
ween staff' and students inte- 
rcsttîd in the same subjects, were 
discussed. 

The chairmen suggested that 
each representative organize a 
committee within his faculty con- 
sisting of himself, the president 
of the undergraduate society, the 
dean and another professor, and 
two or three other students, re- 
presentative of t'le student body.

Johnny Moore, who- has 
suffered considerable pain becau- 
se of a hip injury, will dress for 
the game but might not see much 
action. 

It is almost csrtain that J)oug- 
Maule will tiol play. Maule's 
shoulder, arm and. chest are seve. 
rely inflamed owhtg to torn' llaa- 
ments. John Roberts, Jolm Bowler 
and Chuck Wood are all victims of 
ankle injuries but will play. All in 
all, the Redmen could be in better ' 
shape. 

QUEE.N'S 

Queen's, on the other hand, have 
few, if any. serious injuries and 
present a pretty healthy "crew. If 
you can believe what you rcad,- 
the Gaels aren't holding any prac- 
tice scrimmages all week. The 
strategy behind this is to give the 
team a chance to recuperate from 
their various injuries, but it ma- 
kes you stop and think 'what in- 
juries? 

Tile main injury to the Kingston 
squad appears to he a loss of pri- 
de and cockiness. "At any rate, the 
Gaels will be a tough team to beat, 
tougher than last Saturday be- 
cause this time thev know that the 
McGill team is a force to reckon 
with. ' 

Also, Queen's have had a tasta 
of defeat and they know that losing 
a championship is going to tM> a 
bitter exiKrience; tougher, becau- 
se they are more familiar with the 
Red and White, attack and are no 
longer peb-ified by the reputation 
of Skypeck. 

' ' HUNGRIER 
The. Redmen should -be hungrier 
than the Gaels for it's been a long 
.time that McGill has had a con- 
tender. Queen's has had ils share 
of championships and the ynars 
have not been as lean as they 
have been for McGill.

Hail storms and clouds will be 
analyzed at a noon>hour meeting 
or tiic Meteorological Society to- 
day. 

The spealcer, professor Richard 
Douglas of the Meteorology De- 
partment, is to suppIemeM his lec- 
ture on 'Hail-Storm Research' with 
a film on 'Time-Lapse Photography 
of Clouds'. 

The study of cloud formations 
Includes tlie rate and manner of 
formation, and requires patience 
on the part of a prospective cloud- 
watcher. 

Other lectures which will be held 
during the year are 'Electronic 
Brains In Meteorology", 'Radar 
Meteorology', 'The Upper Atmos- 
phere', 'Hydrostatic Stability'. 
'Fourier Series in the Atmosphere', 
and 'Our Weather'.

Tiie Society plans on a trip to 
Dorvai Meteorological Centre for 
Its members, and any interested 
non-members.

but emphasized that its signific- 
ance should not 'be underestim- 
ated. 'This is one aspect of a 
world-wide movement, rather 
than a local manifestation. Fas- 
cism is always a serious matter 
and a potential threat", he said. 

In asserting that inter-group 
relations have been improving 
consistently, Saalheimer ment- 
ioned that a full-fledged Fascist 
"Gray-Shirt" Movement with 
6,000 active members existed in 
Montreal during the Thirties. 
INCREASE 

He also stated that the extent 
and scope of anti-dlscrlminatory 
legislation has increased enorm- 
ously^ in recent years. 

In "this connection, he cited 
the Federal Employment Pract- 
ice Act, the Federal Fair Ac- 
commodation Practices Act and 
provincial legislation in six prov- 
inces (Quebec; being one of the 
exceptions). 

Saalheimer distinguished bet- 
ween two types of racial hatred 
techniques. "Physical attack, def- 
acement, and destruction of 
property are criminal offences, 
but abusive language and sland- 
er directed against groups is 
not". 

, "I, have never advocated the 
forbiddance of the Canadian Na- 
il Party, since the problem of 
curbing legislation Is a difficult 
one. Such group libel legislation, 
repressive legislation in the wid- 
est sense might easily be used 
by unscrupulous governments to 
forbid BtatemenLs criticizing the 
government" he concluded. 



Evolution Of Life Thought 
Possible On Other Planets 

We may conceivably communicate with equally advanced forms of life on other 
planets in tiie future, for conditions on the other planets of the universe were as 
riglit for the beginnings of life as were conditions on earth, stated Prof. Dunbar of 
McGill Zoology dept. • . 



He discussed "Creative Evolu- 
tion" at a noon-hour lecture at 
the SCM yesterday. Dunbar de- 
fined evolution in its broadest 
sense as change, not necessarily 
progress, and stated that each 
new grade of life is evolved out 
of a primitive not an advanced, 
form. 

MAN 

Man, for example, was evolved 
from a primitive mammal and 
retains many of its characteris- 
tics. 

It is unlikely that a more ad- 
vanced form will evolve from 
modern man, he said, as we are 
too advanced; more primitive 
races, such as eskimos or abori- 
gines, may evolve further men- 
tally. 

He traced the history of evo- 
lutionary theory, showing how it 
has always come up against an 
orthodox theory held at the time, 
how it has been opposed, and 
how the orthodox theory has 
gradually changed. 

GREECE 

In sixth century Greece, a 
theory which stated that man 
must have come from some aqua- 
tic creature was developed. 

Lucretius expounded a primiti- 
ve "survival-of lhe-fittest" theory, 
and said that changes in body 
form make new functions possi- 



ble, and are not caused by the 
need for new functions. 

St. Augustine's theory that God 
may have created a changing 
world rather than a static world 
came up against the orthodoxy of 
the Church, and was nét' widely 
accepted. 

RENAISSANCE 

But the Renaissance cleared 
away superstitious, inaccurate 
ideas of animal life, -and left the 
way open for IBth century theo- 
ries that life on earth dated from 
before 440 BC, when the Garden 
of Eden was said to have been 
created. 



The theory of evolution by se- 
lection expounded by Darwin and 
Wallace was at first opposed by 
the orthodoxy of science and 
church, but Is accepted today, he 
said. 

RESTRAINT 

Dunbar stated that violent os-, 
cillations in . population someti- 
mes cause a-species to disappear, 
and that infanticide, cannibalism 
and taboos agaiflst reproduction 
practiced by primitive man had 
prevented violent oscillations in 
mankind's numbers, and helped 
to insure our survival. , . ^

■ Municipal laA<;,.a8 set out in the 
t>y-law, requires^ every auctioneer 
in Montreal to have . an . annual 
permit approved by both - tht; 
city, planning; board and the po- 
lice department. Price of the 
permit is $216. 

. The provincial auction . law is 
set out in the Revised >.'Statutes 
of Quebec, iC41, chapter 76. The 
permit required therein costs 
Ç139. In addition' to this permit^ 
auctioneers must furnish security 
to the ■ Prpvlnclal Treasury by 
means of. a guarantee policy of 
$5,000.

You will forgive us, we trust, if this column is de- 
voted to the subject of football. It may afford some mea- 
sure of relief to advise that this wiil not be an expert 
treatise on tactics, techniques or personnel of the McGill 
team. Nor will any attempt be made to "weigh the odds" 
for and against us. We leave it to the more sophisticated 
sports columnists to prove to us once again how wrong 
they can be. 

But in truth.the view fiom here during the past two 
Aveeks has been ri vetted upon what one observer has 
anthropologically described as "that peculiar North Ame-. 
rican tribal rite: the Football Frenzy". One -has but to 
catch a glimpse of the e.xuberant aîîtics on a well-known 
television commercial to get the''idea: "Now that foot- 
ball time Is here, bring out the best In cheer". A pitifully 
oblique reference to the sponsor, you will .say. We agree. 
How sad it Is that the Imaginative advertising copy- 
writer was restricted from completing his calculated alli- 
teration in the final clause of his happy lyiics. • 

Brushing aside this digression, however, it must be 
admitted that there is something to this "football, time" 
which challenges definltiorT. Football, It might be said, 
is the "national" game of the North American univer- 
sity world, around which a "solid body" — an appro^ 
priate football term — of tradition has accumulated, 
with attendant ceremony and anthems, with real and le- 
gendary giants of quarterbacks and halfbacks. How to 
explain Its popularity over the other team .sports char- 
acteristic of a university athletics program? 

One explanation which has occurred to us — and 
we toss it into the stadium so that it "can be kicked 
around — has to do with our climate. Football is a game 
restricted to the season of .transition. It Is too .strenuous 
for-hot summer and impossible in our cold, snowy win- 
ters. It is kept for the relatively cool, crisp autumn^days 
that bridge these two sasons. And, as our edticatioiial, 
system would have it, these are the days that coincide 
with the opening of each new academic year. 

This consideration leads on to another : football and 
the out-of-doors m.ny symbblize the final fling at the 
freedom enjoyed during the^ summer months, before we 
are rendered physically and psychologically Immobile by 
the cold wall of winter and the hampering snows. And 
for the student specifically, there isfalways that realistic 
awareness that all too soon, as he becomes moré deeply 
committed, the pressure of his academic responsibilities 
will '■ — or .should — -, demand more 'undivided attention. 

Football and Fall, so firmly linked in our tradition, 
have other Important connotations for many graduates. 
They trigger memories of other teams and other players, 
good seasons and bad ; they remind one of college exper- 
iences and activities, pleasant and unpleasant; they .pro- 
ject pictures of the University in its many aspects — 
not necessarily associated with what has been contemp- 
tiiously labelled "Joe College", but thé buildings and 
classrooms, the generations of teachers and students 

.who have made .McGill what it is. In short, football be- 
comes a visible symbol of the University and If pride 
in the team's achievements 'appear to be strongly held 
by many^graduates, this does represent their pride in 

: their Alma Mater as an institution. 

And so,;many graduates will join thé large contlh- 
!gent of present-day McGill students at Kingston for th'c. 
:jdecldlng>gaiMiêf:)\yiÛi Que^^ Saturday. For most oi 
them, It will rontein tJie exciteme thrilLof watch- 
ing two good teams match their skill and strenght: foot> 
ball, well played, is a wonderful game to watch. But for 
the majority, the twelve men on the field in the Red and 
I White uniforms are not just a football team.

The impression 
that Israel's political, legal 
and « administrative system 
leaves with an outsider is 
that perhaps this remark is 
not ent^■ely facetious. 

Blessed with the 'privileses 
— and headaches — of political 
aelf-rule after two -thousand 
years of rule from without, the 
Jews who inhabit Israel have 
responded in noble fashion and 
have chosen a parliamentary 
Kystcm that occasionally reciills 



to mind the French Fourth Re- 
public. 

Political parties abound in 
this democracy, ranging from 
the Communists (4 seats out 
of 120 in the knessct, or par- 
liament) through the spectrum 
to the extreme right wing 
(some might even say neo- 
fascist) Herut party, which 
holds 17 scats in the knesset 
and constitutes the official op- 
position. Most of Israel's citiz- 
ens, however, continue stead- 
fastly to vote for parties whase 
. philosophies are considerably 
more moderate; in this latter 
ffroup lies Mapot, a slightly left- 
of-centre party strongly remin- 
iscent of the British Labour 
Party and, with 38 seats in the 
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Knesset and 0 out of 15 cabinet 
portfolios, the largest and most 
powerful political grouping in 
the country.

Leumi. the Jewish terrorist or- 
f^anizatlori in British Palestine; 
indeed much of Herul's support 
comes from former members 
of, and .sympathizers with, this 
group immortalized by Leon 
Uris. Tho party.., also -.appeals,, 
.ipparcntly, to a broad cross-sec- 
tion of new immigrants and to 
.some of the younger elements 
in the religious popMlation. .. 

Liberation

Even his 
enemies will concede -that, like 
a twentieth-century .Moses, he 
has given the Israeli people the 
vigorous leadership they have 
needed in ordei- to'survive un- 
til now.

Legal System • 

Parenthelically, it should be 
noted that^ the legislation being 
continually ' enacted by the 
Knesset Is gradually creating a 
legal system that is uniquely 
Israeli in character and that 
will gradually replace the eclec- 
tic system now in force. 

The Quebec lawyer who oc- 
casionally bemoans the dual na- 
ture of the province's legal 
heritage can talce some comfort 
out of the fact that Israeli law- 
yers must wrestle with a sys- 
tem deriving from no less than 
six distinct sources. The British 
conquest of . Palestine left in- 
tact the domestic legal system, 
a mixture of Ottoman and 
through it Moslem and French 
civil Taw concepts; English or- 
ders-in-couneil and ordinances 
added the common law to the 
extant .system, especially in the 
fields of criminal law and com- 
mercial law; and the Israelis, 
on assuming . independence.
